Lloyd George Requests Ex- 


tension Of Armistice For 
Three Months 


LONDON, Dec. 2.—Arthur Griffith 


and Michael 
Collins, 
two 
leading 


members of the Sinn Fein peace dele- 
gation have offered amendments to 
new peace proposals sent to Dublin 
by Lloyd George it was learned today. 


It is said the Sinn Fein will ulti- 


mately reject the new Irish peace 
formula, before it provides for the 
partition of Ireland. The Sinn Fein- 
ers demand a united Ireland under 
a Sinn Fein parliament at Dublin. 


Desmond Fitzgerald, of the Sinn 


Fein delegation revealed that Collins 
and Griffith had suggested 
amend- 


ments to Premier Lloyd George before 
they left for Dublin to consult with 
Devalera and members of Dail Eire- 
ann.The Sinn Feiners probably will re- 
turn to London Sunday night or Mon- 
day.E J. Duggan, chief liason officer 
of the Irish Republican army was the 
only Sinn Fein delegate remaining 
here. He said he would go to Dublin 
tomorrow. 


"It is my belief the new program 


will be rejected," said Duggan. From 
another source, it was reported the 
plan calls for separation of Ulster 
from the rest of Ireland. 


Announcement was made £hat a 


definite decision would be worked out 
at Dublin by the Sinn Fein officials 
—Devalera, Griffith, Collins, Duggan, 
R 
C Barton, Richard Mulachy, A. 


Stack, and M. Brugha. 


Realizing the possibility of rejet- 


jtion. .by the 'Sinn. Fejtaers,^ Premjer 
""Soyd George accompanied hfs propos- 
•ffs with the formal request that the 
Orish armistice 
be 
extended three 


months. 
In view of the increasing 


disorders 
in 
Ireland, however, this 


extension may not be made. 


The premier has secured from Sir 


James Craig, head of the Unionist 
government at Ulster, promise to ex- 
tend the grace period in his recent 
ultimatum to the British cabinet. 


Whether the Irish peace conference 


will collapse entirely and warfare will 
b resumed in Ireland will be decided 
•Monday, according to indications to- 
day. 


The Sinn Fein representatives will 


confer with Eamonn DeValera and 
members of Dail Eireanne until Mon- 
day 


On Monday the Sinn Feiners are 


expected to return to London bearing 
a final decision from the Sinn Fein 
cabinet 
Devalera has been in west 


Ireland but is expected to return to 
Dublin today for consulation with his 
colleagues.

blood lay on tho bedroom floor. 
The 


right hand oE the dead woman lumg 
over the side of tho bed, directly 
above the crimson knife. 


It was ono of the most bonifying 


crimes in Chicago police annals Tho 
theory was immediately advanced by 
the police that Mrs Ponco, snld to 
have acted oddly for some time went 
hisane, hacked 
the 
innocent child 


vviih the knife and then killed her- 
self. 


Tho dismembered legs and one arm 


of the Coughlm babv, wrapped In a 
blood-stained newspaper, wore found 
smouldering on top of the basement 
laundry stove in which a fire was 
burning. The head, ono of the aims 
and the mutilated toiso, were cram- 
med into a tin wash boiler, which had 
boen placed on tho ba&emenl gas 
stove 


The pas was not lighted 
The cover 


had been forced down tightly on the 
boiler. Several pieces of black cloth 
protruded from under the lid 


Smoke from the smouldering legs 


and arms peimeated the house with 
a sickening stench.

Ponce's husband, a carpenter, 


had gone to woik and their two child- 
ren, Dolly and Josephine, were at 
school when the bodies were found 
shortly before 10 a m 


Edward Coughltn, a park policeman,

Desmond Fitzgerald, of the Sinn 


Fein delegation revealed that Collins 
and Griffith had suggested

they left for Dublin to consult with 
Devalera and members of Dail Eire- 
ann.The Sinn Feiners probably will re- 
turn, to London Sunday night or Mon- 
day.E. J. Duggan, chief liason officer 
of the Irish.

"It is my belief the new program 


will be rejected," said Duggan. From 
another source, it was reported the 
plan calls for separation of Ulster 
from the rest of Ireland.

Knowing that

Battleship Poor 
T 


HE argument for disarmament is peace and all that peace 


entails. To some minds this argument carries less force 


than it ought. Those who would not mend the roof while the 
weather remains dry also might insist on knowing the exact date 
of the next war and the exact extent of the slaughter and ruin 
it would wreak before yielding to the appeal of disarmament 
for peace. 
Not so the appeal of dollars, business and prosperity. 
Here is a phase without uncertainties but with direct, calculable 
effects. 
Where is the hardheaded commercial mind so hard 
that it cannot feel a thrill from the statement that the Hughes 
reduction program would mean an ultimate saying of $400,- 
000,000 a year to the American people? Where is the bosom so 
numb that it will not expand to the prospect of turning back 
this amount into the business of the nation for constructive en- 
terprise and general prosperity? 


What would the saving of this amount mean to the na- 


tion? A Washington correspondent suggests some of the things, 
it would mean. It would mean more than five times what thej 
Federal Government is now alloting the states for good roads. 
It would mean 25 times as much as is now being spent for the 
improvement of rivers and harbors. It might mean the differ- 
ence between commerce and industry going at full blast and 
business crippled by high taxation, with consequent unemploy- 
ment and accumulating miseries. 


Even the steel industry, which furnishes the sinews of war, 


admits that armament manufacture does not constitute an im- 
portant part of its business. Not that the public would be con- 
cerned if it did. But it is something to know that the steel in- 
dustry, by its own declaration, is out of war politics, not for be- 
nevolent but for business reasons.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 2.—Charles 


W. Morse, New York shipbuilder, who 
is alleged to have suddenly left the 
United States last Friday, will be 
taken off the steamer Paris when it 
reaches Havre, France under instruc- 
tions sent by federal officials to gov- 
ernment agents there. 


It was learned on highest authority 


today that evidence against Morse 
already has been laid before the grand 
jury in the District of Columbia In 
connection with his $40,000,000 con- 
tracts 
for 
shipbuilding during the 


war. 


Attorney General DauRherty, called 


at the white house today and con- 
ferred with President Harding con- 
cerning the case. 


State department officials disclosed 


today that Morse secured a passport 
to leave the country two months ago. 
They refused to state where the pass- 
port permitted him to travel, saying 
that if Morse is indicted, the depart- 
ment will turn over its hecords to 
the department of justice. 


It was stated that a number of 


witnesses had been questioned by dis- 
trict authorities before 
the 
grand 


jury. Some of these witnesses, it was 
said were close friends of Morse. 


"Tho case against Morse will un- 


dougtedly develop Into one 
of 
the 


most sensational in tho history of the 
United States." Chairman Lasker of 
the shipping board said today. 


"The United States is going to find 


Morse and this case will be aired." 
Since the disappearance 
of 
Morse 


from New York, the navy department 
has been trailing 
him 
across the 


Atlantic and orders were sent by the 
secretary of the navy that a destroy- 
er intercept the Paris enroute if pos- 
sible. 
The destroyer was ordered to 


take Morse off the vessel and detain 
him abroad until further orders." 


According to messages to the navy 


department today the destroyer was 
not ablo to intercept tha Paris, the 
latest message said the Paris was due 
at Havre within a few hours, probably 
two or three o'clock this afternoon, 
Washington time. 


Government secret service opera- 


tives acting under orders from the 
state department were 
sent 
from 


Paris to Havre and are there waiting, 
for tho steamer to dock. The govern- 
ment's advices today show that Morse 
was bound for Germany. 


In previous years. Morse has visited 


German mineral baths in an effort to 
recover his health. Morse, before leav- 
ing New York last Friday was advis- 
ed thru his ooi'natl that proceedings 
were to be st.-irt-id soon ag.ilnst him.
